FCC Bombarded 
By TV Complaints 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal Conm? unications Com- 
mission reported Friday **hun- 
dreds oC complaints concerning 
the television coverage** of 
events in Chicago during the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion. 

It asked the three major net- 
works to examine the various 
complaints applying to them 
and to comment within 20 days. 

The complaints received 
^'basically allege that the televi- 
sion coverage did not fairly 
present the issues on a numl^r 
of grounds,** the cOTimission 
said in letters to the ABC, NBC i 
and CBS networks. 

For example, it said, they al- 
lege “failure to give exposure to 
the views or statements of city 
government officials of Chicago 
with respect to alleged 'brutali- 
ty* by the police, and bias in fa- 
vor of views or opinions In (dispo- 
sition to the p<)licie8 of the na- 
tional government with respect 
to the war in Vietnam.” 

The volume of material, how- 
, ever, makes it “ditticult to 
make an expHcit statement of 
summarization,** the agency 
sal(L It added that the entire file 
of complaints pertaining to each 
network would be available for 
examination.
